BOATfCAPSlZED AS 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 33.—The first 


urvivors' story of the sinking of the 
American destroyer Jacob Jones, told 
y Lieu i. J. K. Richards, was made 
ublic yesterday by tho navy deparl- 
lent. it shows that only two small 
oats and three life rafts floated clear 


the wreck. The men on these were 
icked up after 17 hours of expos- 
re.An oflicial . summary of the lieute- 
ant's account follows: 
".Lieut. Richards says the destroyer 
as proceeding 
toward 
port, 
after 
holding target practice, when, at 4.20 
p. m. a torpedo was sighted by the 
lookout. 
The commanding onMoer, sta- 


tioned on the bridge, ordered (he rud- 
der hard right and engines full steam 
ahead. . 
. 
"The torpedo struck the ship on the 
starboard side abreast of torpedo tube 
No. 3. This tube with torpedoes was 
blown,, 200 feet in the air. The radio 
was wrecked and 
the 
main 
mast 
brought down. 
"Guns werp 
manned 
immediately, 
but no submarine was sighted and the 
vessel began to settle by the stern. 
Tho captain gave the order to aban- 
don ship. 
TVhat boats were got out 
capsized. 
The motor, sailer eould not 
be got out. A. wherry and motor dory- 
managed to escape safely. 
Three life 
rafts floated clear. 
"The vessel sank at 4,29 p. m. Depth 
charges aboard exploded, apparently 
blowing off the stern of the ship. 


"No survivors, except those on the 
boats and life rafts were, found after 


thorough search, 
Lieut. 
Richards 


said. 
"After 17 hours in the water, the 
men on the rafts were picked up by 
a British ship. The submarine which 
was seen after the Jacob Jones sank, 
appeared to be 
about 
150 
feet in 
length, with three-inch gun forward, 
and two periscopes.

Ho added that a full inquiry would

Boston's fire, department, not 
prop- 


oily manned for years, is more severely 
ciippled now than at any time during 
the present administration, says Prac- 
tical Politics. This is on account of the 
v/ar. One hundred firemen havo al- 
ready entered the army and navy ser- 
vice, and others are leaving at the rate 
of four each day. Fire Commissioner 
Brady sent an urgent demand to the 
mayor for the appointment of 50 men, 
but the mayor gave authority for the 
appointment of only.25 men this week 
which will be In addition to eight mer 
authorized last week. The mayor told' 
the commissioner, however, 
that 
he 


would in all likelihood soon take steps 
to give him the 50 men desired. 
Firemen are'appointed Irom the clvP 
service list and that li«t contained only 
6S names. It would, therefore, be im- 
possible to make up the department's 
deficiency, unless there are many suc- 
cessful recruits as the result of an ex- 
amination recently conducted, the pa- 
pers of which have not 
been 
passed 


upon. 
The law prescribes the details 
tor appointments to the fire depart- 
ment and, with a demand for 50 men 
the civil service commission would be 
obliged to send 83 names for the selec- 
tion. 


Men are receiving such large wages 
in other lines of work that 
compara- 
tively few are taking the trouble to 
apply for the fire department, and it is 
considered doubtful if the crippled de- 
partment will be able to recoup itself 
to a considerable degree as long as the 
war lasts. 


Relative to the applications for posi- 
tions on the fire department, conditions 
are similar in Lowell to those in Boston 
Most of the ol,dor men in the Lowell 
fire department are men with trades, 
but in days gone by the fire depart- 
ment paid more money than did the 
various trades, and hence men were at- 
tracted to it from other callings. 
Tha 
city has been a gainer thereby for each 
year the permanent men do a consider- 
able amount of repair work in the de- 
partment that otherwise would have to 
bt done by outsiders. But 
now 
thu 
skilled trades pay much more money 
than does the fire department, while 
industrial 
conditions 
have created a 
gieat demand for skilled workmen, and 
as a result the demand for positions on 
Lhe flro. department is not as great as 
formerly.
